It is in him we live, move, and 
have our Being in all Senſes: He is the Breath 
of our Noſtrils, our Stay and Strength, and 
without whom we can do nothing. And this 
we ſhould be fo firmly perſuaded of, as at al 
Times to retribute unto him all the Glory of 
our good Deeds. This would fill our Hearts 
with Thankfulneſs and our Mouths with Praile, 
when all that we have, and do enjoy, is only 
from him, and nothing from our ſelves. We
